Victory or Defeat 
In U. S. War Share 
Under Dawe* Plan? 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. — On the 
heels of the Kellogg-Churchill agree­ 
ment, In Paris, whereby the United 
States Is to get 2\i per cent of the 
Dawes plan annuities in satisfaction 
of American,/War claims, there arose 
here today a marked division of opin­ 
ion as to whether the w M m Juint 
Parts represents a victory or a defeat 
for American diplomacy. 
While It is true that the American 
representatives at Paris forced the 
allied powers to concede the Justice of 
American claims, and compelled them 
to grant the right of equal participa­ 
tion In the German payments, the net 
result of such an agreement It was 
pointed out in senatorial quarters to­ 
day is that for the first time since the 
war, the United States is thus made a 
direct party to the coalition of powers 
seeking to compel Germany to pay. 
The United States now has a direct 
stake In the reparations controversy, 
amounting to i i 
per cent, or some 
$600,000,000, and in this respect, the 
American position now is no different 
from the positions of Great Britain, 
France, Belgium and Italy.

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Mayor Is Good Collector 


Hats are off to Mayor Charles Brown as 


a municipal collector. 
During the first year of his administra­ 
tion, he collected a total of $26,681.22, of 
which more than $25,000 was deposited in 
the city treasury, while the balance, receipts 
in fines under the Crabbe aet and other state 
measures, was forwarded to the state and 
county auditors. 
The report, announced today, shatters all 
previous records of compelling law violators 
fined in police court to pay their assessments. 
It surpasses the high mark set by J. S. Wit 
son, who, during his six-year admainistration 
of the mayor’s office, collected approxi­ 
mately $18,000 as the record sum for one 
year, with a grand total of Approximately 
$57,000. 
•Nearly $23,000 -to be exact, $22,925.50— 
«vas collected in fines and costs in city cases 
by Mayor Brown; $1,763 was 
received 
through the sale of lic e n se s, while $327.75 
was added through the issuance of building 
permits. 
Receipts during the year were in­ 
creased partly through a state examiner’s 
ruling that costs should be assessed in cases 
tried linden city ordinances, while the build­ 
ing permit ordinance, enacted early in 1921, 
contributed a tidy sum to the treasury. But 
the chief cause of additional revenues was 
heavy penalties in liquor cases. 
The report speaks well for the business 
administration of the executive, and he has 
a good reason to be proud of the record 
made. 


A n Am erican Drug Treaty 


The international opium conference undtr 
the auspices of the League of Nations was 
somewhat disappointing to that part of the 
public ardently desiring an early end of the 
drug evil. 
But other recent action bearing 
on the same matter is more hopeful. 
A treaty between the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada insures more com­ 
plete and hearty co-operation in fighting the 
drug traffic on this continent. 
It provides 
for the extradition of fugitives from justice 
wanted in either country for violations of the 
narcotic drugs sift. 
It supplements a treaty 
negotiated last June and only recently rati­ 
fied by the United States senate, designed to 
prevent the smuggling of intoxicating liquors 
and narcotic drugs across the border. 
The narcotic drug evil has grown to 
alarming proportions in America as well as in 
other parts of the world. 
The fact that the 
nations are trying to get together to crush it 
is at least hopeful. 
But agreement as to 
methods seems to be difficult, so that any 
positive step such as the Canadian-American 
treaty j> doubly welcome. 


Jum ping O nto Jingoes? 


An int* resting and wholesome chang* has 
Come over the Ameriean-Japanese situation. 
A little while ago it seemed that the leading 
American occupation was jumping onto the 
Japanese and the leading Japanese occupa­ 
tion on the Americans. Now the favorite ai- 
tivit y in both countries seems to be jumping 
onto the jingoes who started the rumpus. 
That is a just judgment on the jingoes, 
and a wholesome one. The real responsibility 
for wars goes I uek usually to the false patri­ 
ots who, perhaps with the best intentions iii 
the' world, but w ith a lamentable lack of com­ 
mon sense and charity, seize ever} 
oppor­ 
tunity for declaiming against a rival nation. 
Jingoes are found in places of power and 
responsibility and are scattered inconspicu­ 
ously through the whole bod} of citizenship. 
All of them do hat rn by going about ev erlast­ 
ingly with a chip on their shoulders and bit­ 
ter words in their mouths. 
The American 
brand is probably as bad as the Asiatic, and 
the Asiatic as bad as the A n u r a n , 
it is 
one of the most hopeful thing in the pres- 
ent-day world that, for once at least, . sud­ 
den outburst of antagonism a both • -mn- 
tries, based on facts, but fats*, because of the 
way Unmagnified and distorted those facts, 
has been suppressed by the indignant remon­ 
strances of sober and judicious leaders in 
both countries.

States arm y rem aining a t its present size as a result 
of the director of the budget’s appropriations recom ­ 
mendations, prom otions of officers to higher ranks* 
are expected to taken even longer in 1925 than they 
did in 1924. 
During tho w ar large num bers of offi­ 
cers were promoted to higher ranks, in some eases 
only a f* iv weeks intervening betw een th eir eleva­ 
tion two and som etim es three grades. 
W ith the general demobilization of the arm y a 
vast m ajority of the officers returned to civilian 
life, and large num bers of those* rem aining w ere de­ 
m oted to lower rauks than they held during the 
duration 'if the war. Many of such officers are only 
now regaining th eir 
war time rank in 
tho slow 
process of promotion by seniority. 
Nearly 10,009 officers are on the army lists amt 
in each ease, before a promotion is made, officers a t 
the head of tile list m ust die, resign or retire before 
prom ot’ous to the higher ranks are made. 
When a 
promotion is made, however, everyone in tho list 
advances one file. 
At the slow rate at which pro­ 
motions are mad lf if will take, in many cases, five 
to ten years before certain m ajors are made lieu­ 
tenant colonels, before some captains become m ajors- 
and before a vast m ajority of the first and second 
lieutenants become captains and first lieutenants. 
U nder the present promotion policy of the war 
departm ent all officers except those in the m edical, 
venterinary and dental corps, professors at W est 
Point and chaplains are promoted from one list, ac­ 
cording to sen'ority, up to and including lieutenant- 
colonels. 
Colonels and brigadier generals are pro­ 
moted by selection.

to be exact, $22,925.50— 
was collected in fines and costs in city cases

’ through the sale of licenses, while $327.75 
was added through the issuance of building 
permits. 
Receipts during the year were in­ 
creased partly through a state examiner's 
ruling' that costs should be assessed in cases 
tried under city ordinances, while the build­ 
ing permit ordinance, enacted early in 1924, 
contributed a tidy sum to the treasury. But 
the chief cause of additional revenues was 
h< ?avy penalties in liquor cases. 
The l'cport speaks well for the business 
administration of the executive, and he has 
a good reason to he proud of the record 
made.

A n A m erican Drug Treaty 


The international opium conference under 
the auspices of the League of Nations was 
somewhat disappointing to that part of the 
public ardently desiring an early end of the 
drug evil. 
But other recent action bearing 
on the ^ame matter is more hopeful. 
A treaty between the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada insures more com­ 
plete and hearty co-operation iii fighting the 
drug traffic on this continent. 
It provides 
for the extradition of fugitives from justice 
wanted in either country for violations of the 
narcotic drugs adt. 
It supplements a treaty 
negotiated last June and only recently rati­ 
fied by the United States senate, designed to 
prevent the smuggling of intoxicating liquors 
and nan otic drugs across the border. 
The narcotic drug evil has grown to 
alarming proportions in America as well as in 
other parts of the world. 
The fact that the 
nations are trying to get together to crush it 
is at least hopeful. 
But agreement as to 
methods seems to be difficult, so that any 
positive step such as the Canadian-American 
treaty is doubly welcome. 


Jum ping O nto Jingoes 


An interesting and wholesome change has 
coma over the American-Japanese situation. 
A little while ago it seemed that the leading 
American occupation was jumping onto the 
Japanese and Hie leading Japanese occupa­ 
tion on the Americans. Now the favorite ac­ 
tivity iii both countries seems to be jumping 
onto the jingoes who started the rumpus. 
That is a just judgment on the jingoes, 
and a wholesome one. The real responsibility 
for wars goes I ack usually to the false patri­ 
ots who, perhaps with the best intentions iii 
the world, but with a lamentable lack of com­ 
mon sense and charity, seize every oppor­ 
tunity lei- declaiming against a rival nation. 
Jingoes are found in places of power and 
responsibility and are scattered inconspicu­ 
ously through the whole body of citizenship. 
All of them do harm by going about everlast­ 
ingly with a chip on their shoulders and bit­ 
ter words in their mouths. 
The American 
brand is probably as bad as the Asiatic, and 
the Asiatic as bad as the Arn. i lean. 
It is 
one of the most hopeful things in the pres­ 
ent-day world that, for once at least, a sud­ 
den outburst of antagonism in both coun­ 
tries, based on facts, but false because of the 
way it* magnified and distorted those facts, 
has been suppressed by the indignant remon­ 
strances of sober and judicious leaders iii 
both countries.

A n American Drug I reatv 


The international opium conference under 
the auspices of the League of Nations was 
somewhat disappointing to that part of the 
public ardently desiring an early end of the 
drug evil. 
But other recent action bearing 
on the same matter is more hopeful. 
A treaty between the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada insures m o re com ­ 
plete and hearty co-operation in fighting the 
drug traffic on this continent. 
It provides 
for the extradition of fugitives from justice 
wanted in either country for violations of the 
narcotic drugs afft. 
It supplements a treaty 
negotiated last June and only recently rati­ 
fied by the United States senate, designed to 
prevent the smuggling of intoxicating liquors 
and narcotic drugs across the border. 
The narcotic drug evil has grown to 
alarming proportions in America as well as in 
other parts of the world. 
The fact that the 
nations are trying to get together to crush it 
is at least hopeful. 
But agreement as to 
methods seems to be difficult, so that any 
positive step such as the Canadian-American 
treaty is doubly welcome. 


Jumping Onto Jingoes 


An interesting and wholesome chang* has 
come over tin American-,Japanese situation. 
A little while ago it seemed that the leading 
American occupation was jumping onto the 
Japanese and the leading Japanese occupa­ 
tion on the Americans. Now the favorite ac­ 
tivity in both countries seems to lie jumping 
onto the jingoes who started the rumpus.
